Although Laurier’s want of confidence

A number of memorials, petitions and 
resolutions of the Northwest assembly have 
been presented to the commons. One asks 
for the investigation of charges against 
commissioner Herchmer; anothercondemns 
magisterial powers on police 
officers; another asks control by the assem- 
bly of Northwest expenditures; anotherasks 
for the abolition of the ofticial use of the 
French language; another respecting irriga- 
tion and another respecting immigration. 

Hull was the scene of a most disgraceful 
disturbance on Tuesday night. Miss Wright, 
a lady evangelist, was attacked in the street 
and struck with stones. Several of her 
friends were severely hurt and the mission 
building was wrecked, The town fora time 
was entirely in the handsof the mob. The 
matter was bronght up in the commons by 
Charltou, who blamed the Dominion govern- 
ment, but Sir John laid the blame on Mercier. 
Miss Wright will discontinue her meetings. 

Lariviere and Davis have presented a 
number of Northwest petitions against Mc- 
Carthy’s bill. Rev. John McDougall writes 
to the Toronto Mail, from Morley, saying 
that ifit was thought necessary petitions 
could be sent from every settlement in the 
Northwest favoring the abolition of the 
official use of the French language; but 
loyal settlers thought the action of their 
representatives at Regina was sufficient 
to cause the repeal of the objectionablo 
clause in the present act. Petitions in favor 
of the abolition have been sent to Ottawa 
from Calgary, Millward, Banff, High River, 
Pine and Sheep Creeks. In all those dis- 
tricts only two persons who were asked 
refused to sign. 

In the commons on Wednesday McCarthy 
moved the second reading of his bill abolish- 
ing French as an official language in the 
Northwest. Davin moved in amendment 
that the Northwest assembly be authorized 
to deal with the subject by ena:tment after 
the general elections in the Territories. 
Beausoleil moved in amendment to the 
amendment declaring that the French lang- 
uage should be established there. The 
debate is still going on. It is evident that 
the bill will be defeated but which amend- 
ment will carry is still doubtful. A deputa- 
tion of French conservatives waited on Sir 
John protesting against the Northwest 
assembly being empowered to alter the 
constitution. They claimed a right to the 
same privileges in the Northwest as in 
Quebec. Sir John promised that no change 
in the constitution ofthe Northwest would be 
made until the people there were consulted.

BISHOP GRANDIN'S LETTER. 


The letter of His Lordship Bishop Grandin 
of St. Albert to His Eminence Cardinal 


Archbishop Taschereau and the archbishops 


‘and bishopsof Quebec which appeared in 


full in the BULLETIN of last week, has created 
f great deal of discussion and some hard 
feeling since extracts from it first appeared 
in Engleh in the Toronto Mail. It has always 
been the policy of the BULLETIN to work in 
the interests of the country ay a whole, and 


in pursuance of that policy it has cefrained 


as much ae possible from adding anything to 


existing differences in matters of race, relig- 
ion, or politics. Ithas always felt that the 


work of stirring up strife on these points 


could well be left in other hands, while its 
attention was concentrated on the work of 
advancing the common welfare, 
this course it would have been willing to allow 
the letter in question to pass, without enter- 
ing into a discussion of its merits; choosing 
to consider it rather asa private letter than 
as apublic document—as an expression of 
opinion rather than asa weapon of attack. 


Whatever may have been the intention of 


the writer~and it is only fair to suppose 
that the letter was written for the private 
information of the dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic churchin Quebec on purely church 
matters and strictly from a church stand- 
point—now that it has been forced upon the 
country by being brought formally 
to the notice of parliament, it has 
become a very different affair, From 
being a private complaint it has been 
made a public demand, and the demand is 
of such a nature and made with such authori- 
ty that it becomes nesessary for every ex: 
ponent of public opinion in the Northwest, 
whether newspaper or politician, to define 
his position regarding it. 

A study of the letter willshow that the 
foundation reason for its being written was 
the desire of Bishop Grandin to secure a 
larger immigration of French Canadians to 
the Northwest—something with which (in 
view of the efforts put forth to secure immi- 
gration of a !ess desirable surt) no reasonable 
person can find fault. In support of his 
arguments to stir up the clergy of Quebec on 
this point, he proceeds to show them how 
the interests of their church in the North- 
west are suffering for lack of such an immi- 
gration, and incidentally uses some harsh 
language regarding the treatment. which has 
been received at the hands of the Indian 
department and the Northwest assembly. 
It is this language to which English speaking 
people in general and Protestants in pattiou- 
lar object, and which is being used as the 
basis of demands in parliament by the 
Quebec nationalists upon the federal govern- 
ment in regard to Northwest affairs. The 
chief complaints in the letter are: 

1, The entire control of the Indian depart- 
ment was, in my diocese at least, generally

2 These gentlemen compel our christian 
Indians to withdraw from our establishments, 


in consequeace of which we were compelled 
to close them,

A few words regarding the justice of these 
complaints may not be out of place before 
considering the demands which are now 
behind them, 

1. In the first place the race or religion of 
officials has no right to enter into the ques- 
tion of management of the Indians; effici- 
ency should be the sole standard. In the 
second place there is no possible grievance 
in the officials being unacquainted with the 
French language, as the Indians asa rule 
speak neither English nor French. In the 
third place,a large number of the Indians 
are Protestants. 
has always been a considerable proportion of 
Roman Catholic officials. 

2. When the Indian department decided 


Nonne Stoneys were induced to remove 
from that place, where a Roman Catholic 
mission had been established, to Riviere 
Qui Barre, as the country there was more 
suitable for agriculture. About the same 
time the Pigeon lake Stoneys, amongst 
whom the Methodist church had had a 
mission for many years, were induced to 
remove, for the same reasons, to Wolf Crevk; 
in both cases leaving the mission establish- 
ments strauded, This disproves any insinu- 
ation of sectarian partiality on the part of 
the Indian officials. The removals were 
necessary in carrying out a well meant, if 
unsuccessful, policy on the part of the de- 
partment. 

3. After the reserves were granted to the 
Indians there was certainly some difficulty 
experienced by all the missionaries in secur- 
ing land for mission premiscs on these 
reserves, but the difficulty came from mem- 
bers of the bands who felt that their treaty 
rights were being trespassed upon; and 
affected Protestants as well as Roman 
Catholics. 

4. Insomecases Protestant mission sshools 
were the first started on the reserves. It is 
quite possible that in such a case the agent 
may have desired the Indian children to 
attend the school. To say that it was not 
right for him to doso under such circum- 
stances is to say that it is better that the 
children should not be educated rather than 
that they should be educated at a Protestant 
school. 

6. In the matter of being compelled to 
establish their own schools on the reserves 
the Roman Cathalic church is in the same 
position as the Protestant churches and also 
reyarding their maintenance.

They demanded that they should 
not longer be compelled to waste the public 
money by printing in French documents 
that were never distributed; desiring to 
retain the right to print any documents in 
French which the public service required. 
They demanded the right to legislate reyard- 
ing the school system in any manner thatthe 
circumstancee of the country might need; 
and did not give any opinion regarding the 
right or wrong of religious or secular schools. 
Had they been desirous of amending the 
school laws so as to impose anti-Catholic or 
Godless schools, there was nothing in the 
Northwest act to prevent their doing so— 
they did not need to appeal to Ottawa for 
power in the matter—therefore they did not 
show the prejudice charged against them. 

10. It is scarcely necessary to deny that 
there has been any contempt, studied or 
otherwise, of the French Catholic population; 
but it must be evident that being so much 
fewer in numbers than the English and 
Protestant population they cannot hope to 
wield the same proportionace influence as in 
former days when they constituted half or 
more than half ofthe whole. To say that 
because they, a minority, are not allowed to 
rule they are treated with contempt, is to 
say thattne majority, whose right it is to 
rule, should be treated with contempt. The 
hint that alleged grievances similar to those 
detailed were the cause of the rebellion of 
1885 is at least injudicious. It is generally 
taken for granted that that rebellion was | ——-———————— =:

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STATISTICS. 

The statiscics collected last fall by the Ed. 
monton board of trade regarding the country 
within a radius of 20 miles from Edmon- | 
ton show the following: Crop 5,151 ACTS, | 
yielding 115,155 bushels of grain. Wheat | 
1,670 acres yielding 30,607 bushels an average 
of 19} bushels per acre. Barley 1,205 acres | 
yielding 25,341 bushels, an average of 21 | 
yushels peracre. Oats 2,877 acres, yielding | 


50,218 bushels on average of 264 bushels per 
acre. Potatoes 86 acres, yielding 10,454 
bushels an average of 121 bushels per acre. 
Timothy was grown on 221 acres. In live 
stock there were 8,649 cattle, 953 horses, 
1,488 pigs, 707 sheep. Owing to the prevail- 
ing drouth the returns are much smaller 
than in an average year, but there 1s proba- 
bly no equal area in Manitoba or the North- 
west which had an equal yield last season, 
and none that had a better quality of grain, 
eh ha _—— 
LAC LA BICHE. 

H. 8. Youne of the H. B. Co., Edmonton, 
returned froma visitto Lac la Biche on 
Thursday. He reports considerable hardship 
among the poorer class of the half breeds 
there this winter. The fall fishery which is 
the chief dependence of most of the people 
for the winter wasa compuirative failure, 
tens being caught where thousands were 
required. This was the greater loss as the 
little crops of barley and potatoes which 
most of the people raise were also generally 
a failure last summer owing to the drouth. 
At best the people are very poor, depending 
on their gardens and the lake for food and 
the catch of furin the winter for clothing 
and other necessaries. This winter, on ac- 
count of having so little provisions ahead 
and the snow being deeper than usual they 
are unableto hunt, and with this their last 
source of supply cut off they are ina really 
pitiable condition. They are preparing a 
petition to be forwarded to the government 
setting forth the necessities of the case and, 
also its urgency. They would like to get 
assistance for the poorer people to tide over 
the weeks until spring opens and a little 
seed barley and potatoes to start them in 
the spring. The English half breed settle- 
ment at Victoria is also in need of assistance 
in the way ofseed grain next spring, and 
would be glad to pay for it in work on much 
needed improvements on the road to Ed- 
monton. It is to be hoped that the minister 
of interior will not overlook the necessities 
of these communities in the distribution of 
the relief seed for which he has placed a gum 
in the estimates. It may be mentioned that 
all the seed grain required can be procured 
in the Edmonton settlement—that it will 
not need to be frvighted in from the railway 
—and that therefore the cost will not be 
great for all that these poor people require 
to give them a new start.

SMALL DEBTS ORDINANCE, 

ORDINANCE No, 21 of the last gession of the 
legislative assembly is intended to provide a 
simple and cheap »rocedure in the collection 
of debts not exceeding $100. A plaintiff 
upon filing with the clerk particulars of his 
claim or demand receives a summons which, 
with the particulars annexed, must be served 
on the defendant, If he wishes to dispute 
the claim the defendant must within ten 
days afterthe service file with the clerk a 
notice of such dispute. The defendant is 
not obliged, as under the foriner practice, to 
state grounds of his defence, but particulars 
of set off must be given, When a dispute 

note is filed the clerk obtains from the 
judge an appointment for the trial of the 
action and the partics thereupon receive 
from the clerk by registered letter a notice 
stating the time and place of trial, The 
provisions of the ordinance do not apply to 
actions for damages for wrongs but to all 
matters of debt vhether on accounts, notes, 
covenant orany breach ef contract. There 
is no provision made for the signing of 
default judgments by the clerk. The judge 
may allow to the successful party an advo- 
cate’sfee not to exceed 310. The clerk's fees 
are regulated by a schedule to the ordinance 
and by the lower tariff in the principal civil 
Justice ordinance. It is difficult to see why 
acomplete special tariff of clerk's fees was 
not provided for cases under this 
ordinance. The fees now allowed are un- 
necessarily high, In towns having resident
